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Summary 

On July 5, 1967, the author had an opportunity to collect an insect, Baccha 
maculata Walker bearing a pair of pollinia of Epipactis Thunbergii A. Gray. The 
insect was actually observed visiting the flowers of that plant, at Ikuno-machi in 
Hyogo prefecture, Japan. In this paper, the author reported the morphology of 
the flower, flower-visiting habit of the insect, and the mechanism of how the pollinia 
attach themselves to the insect body.

Rungia taiwanensis Yamazaki sp. nov. Fig. 1 

Rungia parviflora Nees var. pectinata (non Clarke) sensu Matsumura et Hayata, 
Enum.

Herba procumbens ad nodos radicans. Caulis erectus gracilis bifariam pubescens 
15-30 cm altus. Folia membranacea longe petiolata, petiolis 5-25 mm longis facie 
superiore pubescentibus, laminis ovato-oblongis vel oblongo-lanceolatis basi cuneatis 
in petiolum attenuatis apice acuminatis 3-8 cm longis 1-3. 5 cm latis utrinque sparse 
pubescentibus, venis primariis lateralibus utrinque 4-8 arcuatis, margine undulato- 
denticulatis. Inflorescentia terminalis spicata simplex vel pauci-ramosa densiflora 
3-6 mm longa. Flores pallide caerulei subsessiles. Bracteae oblongo-lanceolatae 
aristato-acuminatae 9 mm longae 1.5-2.3 mm latae margine anguste albo-scariosae 
longe ciliatae. Bracteolae ovatae aristatae extus ad costas sparse hispidae margine 
late albo-scariosae longe ciliatae 7-9 mm longae 2. 5-3. 5 mm latae. Calyx 5 partitus 
setaceus 5 mm longus 0. 3 mm latus ad costas sparce hispidus. Corolla 15 mm longa 
extus sparsissime glanduloso-punctata, tubo 10 mm longo 2 mm lato, labio superiore 
triangulare apice valde angustato emarginato 6 mm longo, labio inferiore dilatato 
8 mm longo 6 mm lato apice trilobato, lobis lateralibus dilatatis rotundatis 2 mm 
longis 3 mm latis, lobo medio rotundato 2 mm longo 2. 5 mm lato apice mucronato. 
Stamina 2 corolla subaequilonga, filamentis glabris, antherarum loculis breviter 
obtuso-calcaratis. Ovarium glabrum, disco scutellato, stylo filiforme 10 mm longo 
glabro apice capitato-stigmatoso. Capsula immatura lanceolata 5 mm longa 1.5 
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
